Salina, Kus.. Sept. I.—Cambria is 
seven miles 
northwest of 
Salina. 
Tou ride along the county road, past 
farms that make you break one of the 
comm andments that refers to covet­ 
ousness, so fine are they: past fields 
of corn so high the road resent Ides a 
lane—or may one say canyon?—and 
suddenly, while you believe yourself 
still out in the country, you have 
conte to Cambria, a hamlet dropped 
among the trees. 
It is just a little 
place, a score or two of homes, two 
o r 
three 
stores, 
a 
postoffice; 
one 
short, straggling village street, like a 
picture you’ll never forget. 
(a m b ria is not a stupid countrv 
town, 
rt is far and away in the lead 
of many places ten times its size, for 
it is, to-day, 
one of the very 
few 
‘‘farm communities” to be found in 
Kansas. 
It has no wealthy families. 
It has none that may even by cour­ 
tesy be called "well-off." except that 
the expression may properly be used 
to describe the people who have had 
the good sense to get together. 
They 
are men and women who determined 
that if theirs was to be the burden of 
farming they might just as well lie 
near one another, where they might 
chat over the back fence or drop in 
of an evening and be as happy in all 
other ways as the daily struggle with 
the soil would permit. 
To rhis extent 
the people of Cambria are well-off, 
happier and IOO percent more con­ 
tented 
than 
many 
of 
the 
isolated 
farm ers here and other wheres whose 
possessions are worth more at the 
discount teller's window in the Sal­ 
ina banks. 


We came here." one tall, bright­ 
eyed young farm er said, “because the 
women lolks got so lonesome they 
just sat and moped or talked about 
it at meal times. 
We'd been renters 
for years, so mother said ‘why not 
rent where there s some other folks 
renting?’ 
And I did. 
Now, we ain't 
rich. but we re getting seventy cents 
for our corn this year and eighty- 
three and eighty-four cents for the 
wheat. 
FII have about $ INO clear off 
m y forty-five acres. 
’Tain’t much, 
but it’s clear and we’ve seen some­ 
one every day and th e re s something 
going on, even if it s just something 
small." 


All the population of Cambria, in­ 
cluding the station agent, who is an 
imposing 
figure 
himself, 
might 
be 
loaded into a Rockhill car and be 
about as comfortable as the victims 
-ou that line usually are in the rush 
hours— which is another way of say­ 
ing that not more than 1;>0 persons 
live in this ideal community. 
With 
the exception of the agent and the 
plutocrats who the stores the inhab­ 
itants of Cambria are farmers 
Some 
own the land they till, but probably 
the majority is made up of renters 
who are saving money with the idea 
-of later becoming owners themselves. 
In no other small center of the farm 
m g district, has the spirit of gregar­ 
iousness been so strongly developed 
o r with such happy results. 
Here at 
7 o'clock every 
morning you 
may 
see farm ers and their sons—in the 
school vacation—starting out to the 
forties, the sixties, the eighties, each 
wagon with its luncheon basket and 
its jug ot drinking water. 
You may 
find these farm ers in the fields in a1! 
the 
district 
around 
Cambria, 
their 
families at home in the little village, 
close together, where the wives and 
the daughters and the boys may meet 
and talk and play and have all the 
social intercourse possible in a place 
so small; 
the 
literary club, 
the 
church, 
the 
itinerant 
photographer 
the occasional stranger at the one 
hotel, which really isn’t an hotel at 
all, but just a boarding house for 
those who have not talked some con­ 
fiding girl into caring for their wel­ 
fare. 


It is one of the most cheerful spots 
visited by The Star's representative 
in the last two or three weeks— and 
'One of the smallest. 
But proves the 
correctness of the theory advanced by 
m any deep thinkers that the com­ 
munity plan of farming can be work­ 
ed out in America as successfully as 
in Germany or France or Denmark. 
Not all the farmers who operate 
out of Cambria are successful. 
A 
few there are in this world who will 
have some complaint against the harp 
assigned them in the great hereafter 
when just to get a harp should sat­ 
isfy.

men are centered, either, and therein 
lies the proof ot their ambition, for 
to lie beyond the horizon, no impulse 
to acquire more, or learn more, or 
be in better station is to be a dullard 
nworthy of Cambria. 
"Had some trouble with the girls," 
rather 
of 
three 
daughters 
said. 
C ouldnt talk to them about farming 
they had to live ten or twelve 
miles out. 
So we came in here, near 
to 
( andirin, and 
tile 
whole 
bunch 
seems 
contented." 
Girls there are in Cambria 
farm 
families, as in farm families in other 
parts of the land, who believe them­ 
selves 
called of the elect

stenographers or work in department 
torcs, but the number there is small. 1 
Also 
less

imong the women; the children were 
a noisy, cheerful, happy, lot, and they 
rolled in the dust and played just 
as children do everywhere, if they're 
let alone. 
Indeed, in nearly all re­ 
spects, Cambria is a little town in 
which a stranger may stay a week 
and not know how under the sun the 
men he sees make a living unless he 
has the curiosity to ask. 
The homes 
aie about the same class as any to 
be seen, -say in Sheffield or Centrop- 
olis; neat frame houses—only a few 
modern, inside, however—with front 
yards 
protected 
by 
fence, 
board 
walks, cornerlights. 
The Union Pac­ 
ta iailvva.\ runs at one side, so that 
if the horses art* tired the women 
folks may go by train to Salina iii 
a few minutes for fourteen cents. 
Here is one of the finest farming 
legions in G ods Out of Doors, peo­ 
pled by men who are talking aliout 
‘better farming." who discuss politics, 
political and domestic economy and 
other subjects, who have from one to 
ten newspapers or weekly periodicals 
coming to 
their families, 
who are 
prospering on 
the 
soil, on 
small 
acreage, 
rearing Roosevelt 
families, 
many of them, and enjoying life as 
the.'1 go along. 
True, some of the 
childien oi Cambria must go to the 
cities, boyg and girls whom no farm 
can hold, but while they are growing 
they are living in a human family, 
not shut off fifteen miles from other 
faces, not denied the sound of other 
voices.
